The usual mode is to Jay them 
to a line in a bed of either good mortar or Roman cement. Where the ground js not sufficiently solid to be depended 
upon, it should be covered with a level and even bed of concrete, 2 or 24 inches thick, After the Tiles are laid, a 
little thin Roman cement may be run into the joints and wiped off immediately with a sponge or wet flannel.
